Dl and D2 disclose similar phenylheteroalkyl amine derivatives, 
which also are inhibitors of nitric oxide synthase and thereby 
particularly useful in the treatment of inflammatory diseases 
and pain. 

The claimed compounds according to the present application 
differ from those of Dl and D2 by the presence of the 
heterocyclic group containing the subs t i tut ents M, T, U and W 
instead of a phenyl group. Therefore, the invention claimed in 
claims 1-14 and 17 is novel. 

An inventive step could not be acknowledged for the present 
application, since formula (I) according to claim 1 is very 
broad but support is only to be found in one single 
exemplified compound. Thus, the applicant has not shown that 
the technical effect is likely to exist for the whole scope of . 
protection according to formula (I) . Consequently claims 1-14 
.and 17 lack inventive step. 

D3 relates to structurally related propanamines, which are 
serotonin and norepinephrine uptake inhibitors.
